cc H E next day (December 21, t764) we ſaw Cape Virgin Mary, from whie 
. we were five leagues diſtant and alſo the land named Terra del Fueg 
We had very moderate and fair weather all the morning, and at three in the af 
ternoon Cape Virgin Mary bore north weſt half north two or three leagues. Ahoy 
two leagues to the weſtward a low neck of lands runs off from the cape; we ap 
proached it within two leagues, without any danger, and at fix anchored with th 
beſt bower in fifteen fathoms water, at which time the Cape bore north half ea 


faithful and compleat account of The Grants called PATACONTANSTa 7007 TTcaver 


ſeven miles. — 

At three o'clock the next morning we weighed, and making gail at ſix the ex 
tremes of Terra del Fuego appeared, extending from the ſouth eaſt by ſouth, 1 
the ſouth-weſt by ſouth, at four or five leagues dittance. At eight we diſcovered 
good deal of ſmoak ifluing from different quarters, and on our nearer approach, coul 
piainly perceive a number of people on horſeback. At ten we anchored in 14 fathom 


of land to the eaſt north eaſt, and Point Poſſeſlion to the weit by ſouth. We wer 
then about a mile from the land, and no ſooner came to an anchor, than the peop! 
on thore hollowed to us, and moved their hands; on which we immediately hoiſte 
out all our boats, which we manned and armed. 23 

On our firſt approaching the coaſt, evident ſigns of fear appeared among thoſe 
in the boat, on ſeeing men of ſuch enormous ſize, while ſome, perhaps to encourag 
the reſt, obſerved, that thoſe gigantic people were as much furprized at the ig} 
of our muſkets, as we were at ſeeing them, though it is higbly probable - they di 
not know their uſe, and had neve- heard the report of a gun. But this was ſuffi 
cient to remind us. that our fire arms gave us an advantage much ſuperior to th. 
derived fiom heighth of ftature and perſonal ſtrength. When we had rowed wirhi 
twenty yards of the ſhore; we lay on ovr 0a:s, and obſerved that great nymber 
of them ſurrounded the beach, and by their countenances ſeemed eagerly de ſirous © 
having us land. After the moit amicable figns which we were capable of unde! 
ſtanding or they of giving, a ſignal was made to them to retire backwards; and 
then the commodore and chief officers entered upon a short conſultation on the 

ropriety of landing. The firſt officer, fired with the thoughts of makiũg a ful 
{iſcovery in regard to theſe Indians, who l.ad been ſo much the ſubject of conver 
ſation among the Engliſh, made a motion to approach nearer and jump on ſhore 
but the commodore objected to it, and would not ſuffer any man to go before him

As ſoon as the Indians had retreated from the beach, which they had ſarrounde 
in ſuch a manner, as to prevent any perſon's landing, the commodore with great

They were now ſo delighted with the different trinkets, which they had an op 
portunity of viewing, as they hung round their necks, and fell down beforewn the 
boſoms, that the Commodore couid ſcarcely reſtrain them from careſſing him. pa:

or defenſive weapons, He alſo ſays, that they ſeemed pirticuhrlſy pleaſes with 
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id their ſtature equaliy turprifing With that of the men. We law ſome of thei 
fants in their mothers arms, whoſe features, conſidering/ their age, bore the ſam 
roportion, Some of their women had collars on their necks, and bracelets on thei 
ms; but from whence they could procare them was a ſubjett of wonder, as fr 
;eir great amazement at firſt ſeeing us, we conjectured, that they had never be 
Id any civilized beings before. It may, however, be concluded from the account 
f Sir, John Narborough, aud others, who have taken notice of theſe Indians, tha 
;ev doubtleſs change their ſituation with the ſun, ſpending the ſummer here, an 
winter removing farther to the north, in order to enjoy the benefit of a milde 
mate. Hence Sir John and others have related, that they ſaw men of an uncom 
on ſize, at leaſt cight or ten degrees more to the northward ; whence it may rea 
nabiy be con jectured, that during one part of the year, they may have ſome in 
rcourſe with the Indians, who border on ſome of the Spaniſh ſettlements, an 
at from them they might have purchaſed theſe ornaments. 

Their language appeared to us to be no more than a confuſed jargon, without an 
jixture of the Spainiſh or Portugueze, the only European tongues. of which it 

as poſſible for them to obtain any knowledge; and with which it is probable it 
ould have been mixed, had tl ey any immediate intercourſe with the Spainards or 
ortugueze of South America. Theſe people frequently looked towards the ſun 
ith an air of adoration, and made motions with their fingers, in order to make us 
nſible of any particular cir-umſtance they wanted us to underſtand. They appear- 

to be of an amiable and friendly diſpoſition, and ſeemed to live in great uranimi- 
y amongſt themſelves. After we had been with them a ſhort time, they made 
uns for us to go with them to the ſmoke which we ſaw at a diſtance, and at the 

me time pointed to their mouths, as if they intended to give us ſome refreſhment: 
ut their number being at preſent greatly ſuperior to ours, and it being not improb 
le, that ſil! greater multitudes m'ght come upon us unawares from the inland con- 

„ our commodore, who was equally remarkable for his prudence and his bravery 
zought it not adviſcable to venture any farther from the water-ſide, 

By the obſervations we made from the maſt-head, when we were about three or 
our miles diſtance, and ſrom the ſmoke we ſaw riſing from different quarters, 
he ſe Patagnnians ſeEmed to have no huts to ſecure them from the weather; but tc 
e entirely expoſed withont ſo much as a tree of a moderate growth to ſhelter them. 
ndeed the ſoil is in general ſandy, and the hills, which are very high are interſpecſ- 
d with vallies, - that to all appearance arc barren, for we here found ncither water 
or trees, but only a few ſhrubs. 

We ought not to omit, that the greateſt part of thoſe who furrounded us on the 
ore, were, before our landing, on ho: ſe-back ; but on ſeeing vs make up tothem. 
hey diſmounted, and left their horſes at ſome diſtance. Theſe horſes ſeemed to 
e about ſixteen hands high, and very ſwift ; but bore no proportion to the ſize of 
heir riders, and ſeemed to be but in a poor condition. | 

At length, after making ſigns that we ſhould depart, with the moſt plauſible pro. 
niſes, by our geſtures, of returning to them again from the thip, we left theſe Pa- 
agon ian Indians, who were ſo diſtreſied and afflited at our leaving them, that we 
eard their cries for a conſiderable time aftcr. 

Another gentleman on board has given the editor an account that exactly tallies 
th the above, with theſe additional circumſtances. That when they were ten or 
welve leagues within the ſtreights, they ſaw through their glaſſes many people on 
bore of a prodigious ſize : which extraordinary magnitude ti ey thought to be a de- 
eption, occaſioned by the hazine ſs of the air, it being then ſome lat foggy ; but 
n coming near the land they appeared of ſtill greater bulk, and made awicable ſign 
2 them to come on ſhore. That when the ſhip ſailed on to find a proper place of 


inding, they made"lamentations as if they were afraic or people were going af,
